HOW ALLSPICE GROWS. 
Something About the Beautiful Pimente 
Tree. 


The pimento or allspice tree is culti- 
vated in the West Indies and Jamaica. 
This beautiful tree usually grows toa 
heignt of about thirty feet: it hasa 
straight trunk, much branched above, 
and covered with a very smooth brown 
bark. The leaves vary in size and shape, 
but are always of a dark. shining green 
color. During the months of July and 
August the tree is in full bloom, the 
blossoms consisting of very fragrant, 
sinall, white flowers 

When a new plentation of pimento 
trees is to be formed, no regular sowing 
or planting takes place, because it is 
next to impossible to propagate the 
young plants. or to raise them from 
secds in parts of the country where they 
are not found growing spontaneously 
Usually a piece of land is selected cither 
close to a plantation already formed, or 
in ws part of the woodland where pimento 
trees are growing in a native state. The 
chosen piece of land is then cleared of all 
wood except these trees, and the felled 
timber is alluwed to remain on the ground 
for the purpose of protecting the very 
young pimentoe plants 

At the end of two vears the land ts 
thoroughly cleared, and only the most 
Vigorous pimento treesand plants are left 
standing. The plants come to maturity 
in about seven Fears 

In favorable seasons 
is enormous, a single tree often siclding 
a hundred or more pounds of the dried 
spice. The berries are picked while green, 
because if left on the tree until 
ther lose their pungent taste and are 
valueless. The screen berries are exposed 
to the san for a week or ten days, when 
they lose their green and turn a 
reddish brown, When perfectly Gry they 
are putin bags and easks for oxportation 

The odor and the taste of the pimento 
berries are thought to resemble 
bination of those of cinmamon, 
and cloves—henes the femiliar 
“allspice. '—Philadelphia Limes

IN SORE DISTRESS. 


The Canadian Emigrants Who Went to 
Ibcazil Appeal te the Dom. Government. 


Most deplorable accounts have been 
received by the Domin.on government 
from the Canadians, who, last summer, 
emigrated to Brazil, in expectation of 
making a livelihood there. A thousand 
Frencn Canadians, with their fami! ee, 
had taken passage on a steamship cuare 
tered to carry them from Montreal, and 
it was only with tbe greatest dithculty 
that some 500 of them were induced to 
abandon the idea of going to Braz], the 
day the steams:ip sailed. Those who 
went out there are now imploring the 
government and their friends to send 
them money to enable them tu return 
home. Many havedied from exposure, 
disease and want of food. A few manag: 
ed to escape and worked their way norto 
again. They, knowiog the condition in 
which theirconntry men are now placed, 
are putiing forth every effort to induce 
them to return to Canada. Oaeof them 
says, that when they reached Santos, 
Brazil, tuey were huddled together in a 
barge like alotof cattle, and taken to 
Sane Paulo, their food consisting of dry 
bread and a litt.e cheese. At Sano Paulo 
they were shown Into tne barracks where 
they were keptio confinement for eight 
days. The French coneal was yery kind 
to them, but they were so Scantily cloth- 
ed as to be neariy frozen, mothers and 
young children suffering terribly, They 
were compel!ed to welk aboat all night 
to keep Letters received by 
them and letters they would write their 
friends at home,are opened and exam- 
ined, and ifthe authorities object to any: 
thing that may be said they send blank 
letter, ifitis forwarded atali. One cor 
respondent writes that at Sano Paulo, 
men, women and children were a‘! un- 
ioaded !:ke cattle, and stalied in a large 
room, where they lived and slept to- 
gether foreight days, and where the ma- 
jority still remain fearing to flee from the 
evils they Can measure to greaier evils 
they know not of. They tried to get

“My trip, up to the time I reached the 
unexplored region was neither especially 
interesting nor novel,’ said Professor 
Eldridge. “Months of time were spent 
at first in travelling overa vast country, 
the characteristics of which have been 
told and retold by explorers, and I could 
add nothing new to its deecription frum 
my hurried paeeage t> the border of the 
unknown districts. I was eurprised at 
the number of Indian villages, having no 
connection with civilization, through 
which I passed, however, althongh tne 
existence of some was well known to me, 

‘Being almost exhausted with the 
rough means of travel I was forced to 
endure, 1 was never so pleased in my 
life, ae when | reached the month of the 
Kuwalik River, on the shore of Kotsebue 
sound. Here I encountered a email 
settlement of Indians, who were much eur- 
prised at my desire to proceed uptheriver. 
1 was informed that there were nc settle- 
ments or living creatures in the high 
forest regions to which it led, and that no 
white man had ever attempted to enter 
the wild secluded territory. The Indians 
themselyes were ignorant of the charac- 
teristics of the country. 

‘The chief did ali in his power to per- 
cuade me to abanion my project, ©x- 
plaining unbearable perils galore which I 
would be cartaiu to encounter, and fin- 
ally, finding my determination urcshaken, 
when he had finished, I was further ac- 
quaintei with a horrible Indian super- 
stition regarding the eecluded land. 

“It seems that different emall tribes of 
red men have in the past years migrated 
into the unknown regions and not retarn- 
ed to get provisions or shown their exist- 
ence by the usual connection estadlished 
ard maintained between Indian sett!e- 
menta, O:hers went in search of them, 
and they never returned, and so the un- 
explored country became a terrible wild- 
erness of mystery tothe red men, which 


they discussed with bated breath. The 
say-ges seemed to think the district
